Co ld alco ho l 
is then circulated thro ug h the 
ballo o n fo r a perio d 
o f

minutes. The sto mach beco mes 
v ery co ld—so co ld, in fact, that 
It is so lid to the to uch. 
This “d eep freeze” 
treatment 
temporarily d ecreases the flow of 
hy d rochloric acid in the stomach, 
which u su ally is prod u ced in ex ­ 
cessiv e amou nts in the u lcer pa­ 
tient. With this treatment, abou t 
7 0 per cent of patients will hav e 
temporary relief of sy mptoms and 
healing of the u lcer crater when 
present. In abou t 00 per cent of 
cases, the acid lev el retu rns to 
normal within 
six months 
and 
shortly thereafter another gastric 
freeze mu st be repeated . 
Althou gh the techniqu e has been 
u sed in patients with gastric u lc­ 
ers, it is more commonly and su c­ 
cessfu lly u sed in the treatment of 
d u od enal u lcers. 
The technique o f g astric freez­ 
ing is a dev elo pment o f g astric 
co o ling , a fairly well cstablishwl 
pro cedure fo r co ntro lling sev ere 
bleeding ulcers in the upper g as­ 
tro intestinal 
tract. 
The majo r 
differences 
between 
the 
two 
techniques are the temperatures 
emplo y ed and the fact that g as­ 
tric freezing is no t used to co n­ 
tro l g astro intestinal blo o ding . 
Althou gh gastric freezing has 
been employ ed in hu nd red s of 
patients withou t ill effect, it is 
still consid ered an ex perimental 
techniqu e not recommend ed for 
general u se. In some cases it ap­ 
parently cau ses d irect d amage to 
the stomach wall and has been 
responsible for gross hemorrhage. 
Generally speaking , the phy si­ 
cian reserv es this new technique 
fo r selected patients in who m 
he co nsiders it to b»< beneficial, 
f o r this reaso n, 
do n't presure 
>o ur phy sician into using g astric 
freezing to treat y o ur ulcer. It 
co uld do mo re harm than g o o d.

The pre- 
I cipitated iron will take with it 
some but not all of the fluo­ 
rides in the water. The lime- 
soda method, however, has been 
replaced in many communities 
by the use of ion exchange res­ 
ins. This method of w a ter soft­ 
ening has the advantage of not 
removing any of the fluorides. 


Q— My doctor looked into my 
bladder with a cvstoscope and 
found that I had Runner’s ul­ 
cers. The pain is severe and so 
far 
the 
treatments 
have 
not 
helped. What do you advise? 


A—Runner’s ulcer is a persis­ 
tent type of bladder lesion that 
is hard to heal. Local treatment 
of the ulcer through the cysto- 
scope offers the best hope for 
cure. If the causative germ can 
be 
identified, 
an 
appropriate 
antibiotic 
can 
be 
prescribed. 
Furthermore, an infected diver­ 
ticulum in the colon m a y irri­ 
tate the bladder and keep the 
ulcer going. If such a cause ex­ 
ists. it. too, must be treated. 
Q—I ’m a housewife. My doc­ 
tor is giving me Tal Esta m ine. 
What is it for and has it any 
harmful side effects? 


A—This is a combination of 
an estrogen (female hormone), 
scopolamine (the sedative used 
to induce twilight sleep) and a 
barbiturate. It is given chiefly 
to relieve the unpleasant symp­ 
toms 
of 
the 
menopause. 
The 
dose of any estrogen should be 
carefully adjusted to your indi­ 
vidual 
needs. 
F or 
prolonged 
use. an estrogen without added 
barbiturates should be used be­ 
cause all barbiturates a re habit 
forming.
